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PREFACE 

It  is  with  great  gratitude  and  pleasure  that  I  thank  the  Pilgrim 
Trust  for  their  most  generous  gift  of  a  thousand  pounds  to  complete 
the  edition  of  the  Registrum  Antiquissimum,  This  will  enable 
the  society  to  issue  volumes  VIII,  IX  and  X  and  the  volume  of 
facsimiles  in  return  for  one  year's  subscription  each  instead  of  for 
two  as  would  otherwise  have  been  inevitable  in  these  times  of 
increasing  costs.  The  Trustees  who  by  their  grant  in  1935  ensured 
the  continuation  of  Canon  Foster's  work  in  the  preservation  of 
records  have  now  removed  the  anxieties  of  the  society  about  the 
completion  of  this  edition  planned  and  begun  by  him. 

My  thanks  are  once  more  due  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Lincoln 
for  unrestricted  access  to  their  archives  and  for  their  contribution 
of  ten  pounds  to  the  cost  of  publication. 

This  volume  is  the  first  of  three  containing  charters  of  the  chapter 
property  in  the  city  of  Lincoln.  Partly  for  reasons  of  space,  partly 
because  of  the  reduction  of  time  available  for  the  work  I  have 
reluctantly  decided  to  omit  the  documents  connected  with  chantries 
other  than  those  administered  by  the  Common  Fund,  but  I  hope 
that  at  some  future  date  the  original  documents  and  the  Liber 
DE  Ordinationibus  Cantariarum  will  be  pubhshed  as  a  separate 
work.  This  volume  therefore  contains  those  relating  to  the  Common 
Fund,  the  chantry  and  obit  property  included  in  the  Common  Fund 
accounts,  the  charters  of  prebends,  of  the  Fabric  Fund  and  of  the 
Bishop's  fee  within  the  city. 

The  parishes  have  been  taken  in  the  order  in  which  the  first 
document  relating  to  each  of  them  is  transcribed  in  Registrum 
Antiquissimum.  The  section  for  the  city  is,  however,  by  no  means 
carefully  arranged  so  that  the  charters  of  a  particular  parish  may 
be  scattered  through  the  twenty  one  fohos,  in  which  as  will  be  seen 
from  the  analysis  of  the  manuscript  in  volume  I,^  the  original  hand 
alternates  with  that  of  the  continuator. 

With  the  exception  of  St.  John  in  Newport,  the  first  charter 
concerning  which  is  No.  760,  ^  the  parishes  treated  of  here  lie  in 
close  proximity  to  each  other  on  the  slope  of  the  hiU  outside  the 
south  waU  of  the  Bail,  down  to  the  Witham  (St.  Swithin)  and

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halfway  to  the  Stonebow  (St.  Lawrence)  and  Newland  (St.  Mary 
Crackpole).  St.  Michael,  immediately  below  the  Bail,  still  survives 
as  a  parish,  though  with  a  completely  modern  church.  It  had 
absorbed  by  1461,  St.  Peter  Stanthaket  and  apparently  also 
St.  Edmund  and  St.  George  :  in  1553  St.  Cuthbert  was  added  to  it 
in  consequence  of  the  act  of  1549  for  the  union  of  parishes  in  the 
city.  St.  Martin  also  survives  as  a  parish  but  the  present  church 
is  not  on  the  site  of  its  medieval  predecessor.  It  received  St.  Laurence 
and  St.  Mary  Crackpole  by  the  act  of  1549.  St.  Swithin  at  that  time 
had  no  parish  added  to  it  but  received  the  sites  of  the  Grey  and  Black 
Friars  and  the  Benedictine  ceU  of  St.  Mary  Magdalene.  AU  Saints 
Hungate  seems  to  have  disappeared  by  1461.^ 

This  area  was  populated  by  merchants  of  aU  kinds  as  will  be  seen 
from  the  occupation  names  of  the  subject  index.  For  a  full  account 
of  the  city  in  this  period  the  reader  should  go  to  Dr.  Hill's  Medieval 
Lincoln,  a  volume  to  which  my  indebtedness  wiU  be  apparent  in 
nearly  every  note  to  the  charters.  Because  this  admirable  general 
history  is  available  it  would  be  superfluous  for  me  to  write  at  any 
length  about  the  charters  for  they  were  used  in  the  originals  and  from 
Canon  Foster's  transcripts  by  Dr.  Hill.  An  appendix  on  the  Mayors 
and  Bailiffs  has  however  been  included  in  this  volume  as  the  Vicars' 
Cartulary,  which  has  only  become  available  since  Medieval  Lincoln 
was  written,  contains  information  which  has  made  revision  possible. 

Interesting  early  grants  are  those  of  Roger  prebendary  of  Thorngate 
(No.  2242)  and  of  Geoffrey  the  king's  chaplain,  prebendary  of  St. 
Martin  (No.  2336)  :  that  of  Godfrey  Herbald  specifying  a  week's 
work  yearly  in  a  neighbouring  village  as  part  of  the  service  for  a 
messuage  in  the  suburb  of  Newport  (No.  2192) :  the  settlement  of 
a  dispute  about  property  in  St.  Swithin's  (No.  2230)  :  an  early 
group  concerning  the  parish  of  St.  George  and  the  Darcy  fee  therein 
(Nos.  2257-61).  In  the  parish  of  St.  Michael  on  the  Mount  hved 
many  of  the  Jews  and  I  am  much  indebted  to  Dr.  Cecil  Roth 
for  translation  of  a  Hebrew  sentence  and  for  a  long  and  valuable 
note  to  No.  2280.  No.  2283,  he  teUs  me,  provides  certainty  where 
before  was  only  conjecture  that  the  name  Hak'  is  a  variant  of 
Isaac. 

No.  2312,  an  additional  charter  dated  1307,  has  been  included  as 
an  example  of  a  lease  at  a  beneficial  rent  in  return  for  rebuilding  of

ruinous  houses  by  the  lessee.  Nos.  2364-79,  the  latest  of  which 
is  1316,  show  the  process  of  building  up  a  tenement  in  the  city, 
its  subsequent  bequest  to  a  canon  and  its  almost  immediate  transfer 
to  the  chapter :  No.  2376  is  a  copy  of  the  probate  in  the  city  court 
the  costs  of  which  are  given  in  detail  in  the  Common  Fund  accounts 
for  that  year. 

There  are  a  few  interesting  examples  of  mortgage — Nos.  2262,  in 
which  master  Nicholas  Grecus  was  the  lender,  Nos.  2288-9  and  No. 
2304. 

In  the  diplomatic  of  the  charters  it  may  be  noted  that  the  clause 
in  use  in  the  mid  and  later  thirteenth  century  to  record  freedom 
to  ahenate  also  gave  freedom  to  bequeath  as  the  land  was  held  in 
burgage  tenure.  Some  of  the  thirteenth  century  grants  and  leases 
of  the  chapter  and  others  show  an  ever  increasing  tendency  to  provide 
for  various  eventualities  and  the  clauses  concerning  repairs  are  of 
interest  (e.g.  Nos.  2202,  2244,  2254,  2286,  2296).  No.  2355  has  a 
surprisingly  late  use  of  the  phrase  Teste  deo  et  capitulo  nostra  while 
No.  2284  dated  1280  has  Quare  uolo  et  firmiter  concedo,  a  phrase 
reminiscent  of  the  royal  charter  and  most  unusual  in  a  private  one 
of  the  late  thirteenth  century. 

Facsimiles  of  charters  for  all  three  city  volumes  will  ultimately 
be  issued  together  fullsize  in  a  quarto  volume.  It  will  be  recognised 
from  the  printed  versions  and  descriptions  how  well  worth  while 
their  reproduction  wiU  be.  The  parishes  round  the  Minister  will 
yield  some  fine  early  originals. 

My  thanks  are  once  again  due  to  Sir  Frank  Stenton  for  continued 
help  and  encouragement  and  for  identification  of  many  Anglo- 
Saxon  and  Scandinavian  personal  names :  to  Mrs.  Joan  Varley 
and  Miss  Dorothy  Wilhamson  for  rapid  response  to  queries  that  I 
can  no  longer  settle  for  myself  in  vacations  :  to  Miss  Sheila  Browne 
for  interpretation  of  some  of  the  French  occupation  names:  to

Notes 

The  Registrum  Antiqitissimum  has  suppUed  the  plan  or 
framework  of  this  volume,  that  is,  that  cartulary  is  printed 
consecutively,  except  in  the  instances  specified  in  the  Preface, 
while  charters  which  are  not  included  in  it  are  interpolated  m 
the  appropriate  places.  Each  charter  from  the  Registrum 
Antiqijissimtjm  is  distinguished  by  having  its  serial  number  in  the 
cartulary  printed  in  Old  Enghsh  type  in  the  middle  of  the  page. 
The  interpolated  charters  are  marked  by  the  words  Add.  Chart. 
(Additional  Charter)  printed  in  the  middle  of  the  page.  If  there 
is  an  original  charter  the  docmnent  has  been  printed  from  that 
text,  and  if  there  is  no  original  docmnent  the  text  of  the  Registrum 
Ajsttiquissimum  has  been  preferred  to  any  other.  To  the  text 
from  which  a  document  is  printed  is  assigned  the  first  place  under 
the  head  of  '  Texts  '  ;  and  important  various  readings  in  the  other 
texts  are  given  under  '  Var.  R.'. 

The  text  of  these  volumes  attempts  to  reproduce  the  documents 
letter  for  letter,  with  all  marks  of  accentuation.  Endorsements 
of  original  charters  earher  than  the  seventeenth  century  have  been 
prmted.  The  abbreviated  Latin  forms  have  been  extended,  and 
where  there  might  be  any  doubt  in  regard  to  the  form  intended 
itahcs  have  been  used.  The  compendium  which  frequently  occurs 
at  the  end  of  a  name  has  been  retained  unless  it  has  seemed  likely 
that  an  extension  was  contemplated,  and  for  such  extensions  itahcs 
have  been  used.  Since  the  use  of  capitals  in  medieval  texts  is 
arbitrary,  the  modern  use  has  been  adopted,  a  coiu'se  which  may 
serve  as  a  guide  to  the  sense,  and  also  help  the  student  more  readily 
to  catch  sight  of  the  names.  The  punctuation  of  the  documents, 
though  sometime  capricious,  has  been  adhered  to.  Since  print  can 
never  be  a  perfect  substitute  for  an  original  document,  facsimiles 
of  some  of  the  most  important  original  charters  are  provided. 

The  historical  year,  begiiuiing  1st  January,  is  used  throughout 
this  edition,  except  that  in  the  texts  of  documents,  the  original  has 
been  adhered  to.

Volume  III 

The  following  Note  on  the  Date  of  No.  942  is  supplied  by  Mr. 
Geoffrey  Barrow,  B.Litt.(Oxon),  M.A.(St.  Andrews). 

This  document,  of  late  twelfth  or  early  thirteenth  century  date, 
belongs  to  a  period  when  the  names  of  the  bishop  and  dean  of  Lincoln 
began  \^'ith  the  initials  W.  and  R.  respectively.  Within  the  general 
limits  of  the  period,  the  years  during  which  these  requirements  were 
met  were  1183-4,  when  Walter  of  Coutances  was  bishop  and  Richard 
fitz  Nigel  dean,  and  1203-6,  in  the  time  of  bishop  WiUiam  of  Blois 
and  Dean  Roger.  Evidence  which  makes  it  certain  that  the  earlier 
date  is  to  be  preferred  is  contained  in  an  entry  on  the  Curia  Regis 
Rolls  (vol.  i,  p.  34,  of  the  modern  printed  edition).  This  records 
that  in  the  Easter  Term  of  9  Richard  I  (1198)  an  assize  of  novel 
disseisin  was  brought  by  Juhana,  daughter  of  Simon  of  Ardenn' 
(the  beneficiary  of  the  above  grant),  against  Nicholas  of  Forholt  and 
Reinburga.  The  disseisin  was  alleged  to  have  been  committed 
since  the  date  of  the  king's  second  coronation  (17  April,  1194); 
and  the  assize  was  proved  in  JuHana's  favour,  the  defendants  being 
in  mercy  for  two  marks.  (At  the  Michaelmas  Term  of  1 199  Reinburc 
of  Langford  is  said  to  owe  half  a  mark  'for  disseisin  ').i  The  date 
of  the  assize  gives  a  terminus  ante  quern  for  the  death  of  Simon  of 
Arden  of  1198,  and  a  possible  terminus  post  quem  of  1194. 

It  seems  probable  that  Reinburga,  the  widow  of  Robert  son  of 
Fulk,  had  married  again.  The  record  of  the  case  in  the  Curia  Regis, 
however,  does  not  say  in  what  the  disseisin  consisted.  The  rule 
for  land  held  by  military  service,  that  a  widow  should  have  a  third 
part  for  Ufe,  may  not  have  apphed  to  this  estate.  It  is  therefore 
possible  that  if  Reinburga  had  re-married  and  had  attempted  to 
retain  her  dower  such  action  would  itself  have  constituted  a  disseisin. 
Alternatively,  it  is  possible  that  Nicholas  and  Reinburga  had  in 
fact  deprived  Simon's  daughter  and  (presumably)  heiress  of  her 
inheritance. 

The  land  referred  to  formed  a  small  freehold  estate  in  Langford 
distinct  from  either  of  the  two  prebendal  estates  of  Langford 
Ecclesia  and  Langford  '  Lay  Fee  ',  or  Manor.  Between  c.  1147  and 
1150  Bishop  Robert  Chesney  granted  to  his  man,  Robert  son  of  Fulk, 
half  a  hide  of  arable,  20  acres  of  inland,  8  acres  of  meadow,  common 
of  pasture,  and  a  dwelhng  house  with  appurtenances,  in  Langford,

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to  be  held  hereditarily  of  the  church  of  Lincoln,  freely  and  quit 
save  for  a  rent  of  a  shilling  a  year  for  the  works  of  the  church. 
The  grant  was  said  to  have  been  made  before  the  bishop  formed  into 
a  prebend  (i.e.  Langford  Manor  prebend)  the  land  in  Langford  which 
Henry  II  had  confirmed  to  him  between  1155  and  1158.^  Not  long 
afterwards  this  land  was  granted  to  Robert's  brother  Geoffrey  i^ 
and  then,  as  has  been  seen,  in  1 1 83-4  it  was  again  granted  to  Simon 
of  Arden,  possibly  a  relative  of  Robert  and  Geoffrey.  It  seems  to 
appear  in  record  next  in  1303-4,  when  the  dean  and  chapter  of 
Lincoln  sold  their  rent  of  one  shilling  a  year  from  one  messuage  and 
three  virgates  of  land  held  by  John  de  Burne  the  elder  to  Michael 
of  Meldon,^  who  levied  a  fine  regarding  this  with  the  dean  and  chapter 
in  Hilary  Term,  1304.*  In  1394  the  sheriff  of  Oxford  was  ordered 
to  restore  to  Thomas  de  Bourne,  chaplain,  and  Alice,  widow  of 
John  CokereU,  one  messuage,  one  carucate  of  arable,  eight  acres 
of  meadow,  and  pasture  for  nine  oxen  in  Langford,  held  of  the  dean 
and  chapter  of  Lincoln  for  one  shilling  a  year  towards  the  opus  of 
St.  Mary  of  Lincoln,  and  expHcitly  identified  with  the  holding  of 
Robert  and  Geoffrey,  sons  of  Fulk.^  Thereafter,  the  estate  remained 
in  the  tenure  of  the  family  of  Cokerel  for  over  seventy  years," 
passing  before  1448,  probably  owing  to  a  failure  of  male  heirs,  to 
WiUiam  Bonde  and  his  wife  Margaret  (?  Cokerel).  They  ahenated 
it  in  that  year  to  Richard  Harcourt  esquire  (later  knight),  Margaret 
releasing  her  right  and  that  of  her  heirs  by  a  fine  in  1459.'  In  1467 
Sir  Richard  Harcourt  and  Thomas  Lewys  granted  the  estate  to 
five  persons,  including  three  clergymen. ^  In  the  relevant  deed,  and 
also  in  the  deed  of  1421  already  referred  to,^  the  estate  is  caUed 
'  CokereU(f/s  '.  It  seems  probable  that  it  was  this  same  estate  that 
was  granted  to  certain  trustees  (including  John  Harcourt  esquire) 
in  1486  by  Thomas  Fermar  alias  Richardes  to  the  use  of  himself, 
heirs  and  assigns,  since  this  was  said  to  be  held  of  the  dean  and 
chapter  of  Lincoln  by  service  unknown.^"  However  that  may  be, 
we  are  on  safe  ground  in  identifying  the  estate  with  the  lands  granted 
by  a  deed  of  8  February,  1522,  to  the  bishop  of  Chichester,  Robert 
Sherburne,  by  William  Porter,  clerk.^^  The  bishop  had  previously 
held  the  prebend  of  Langford  Manor,  and  wanted  these  lands  to 
endow  prebends  in  Chichester  cathedral.    While  he  could  not  alienate

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any  part  of  his  prebendal  manor  in  Langford,  it  would  be  easy  for 
him  to  know  of  any  property  there  which  might  come  on  the  market. 
The  dean  and  chapter  of  Chichester  held  tliis  estate  until  1854, 
when  they  surrendered  it  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners 
(now  the  Church  Commissioners)  for  England.^  In  the  deed  of 
1854  the  estate  is  described  as  '  heretofore  called  Cockquerels  ', 
and  a  plan  is  aimexed  she\\ing  it  to  be  what  is  now  called  Lower 
Farm  in  Langford.  ^

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Note  :  Richard  de  Haia  the  hereditary  castellan  of  Lincoln  castle  was  alive  at 
Michaelmas  1176  when  he  accounted  for  aid  due  for  the  King's  daughter's  marriage

Note :  Reginald  son  of  Eilsi  of  Wigford  can  be  fomid  from  circa  1163  to  1187—8 
when  with  William  of  Paris  he  supervised  the  repair  of  the  castle.  His  son  Adam 
was  of  sufficient  standing  to  be  bailiff  of  the  city  between  1185  and  1190  (Hill,  p. 
385).  William  of  Paris  had  been  bailiff  as  early  as  1165-6  {ibid.,  p.  379).  Geoffrey 
son  of  Johel  witnesses  no  2282  below  which  must  have  been  issued  in  1195  or  1196.

Note  :  The  first  six  witnesses  are  frequently  found  circa  1210-25  (see  especially 
vol.  iv  above).  Master  Michael  is  probably  to  be  identified  with  the  master  of  the 
works  of  the  cathedral  who  witnessed  nos.  1816  and  1820  in  vol.  vi  above  and  who 
quitclaimed  his  rights  in  a  messuage  in  the  parish  of  St.  Michael  on  the  Hill  to 
Newhouse  Abbey  about  1230-5  (B.M.  Harl  Ch.  53.  D.  43). 

Pain  the  carpenter  (with  his  wife  Agnes)  levied  a  final  concord  in  1208  of  a  mes- 
suage in  the  Bail  of  Lincoln  between  the  East  gate  and  the  dean's  house  (L.R.S., 
xvii,  pp.  332-3).  He  witnessed  nos.  1368-9  in  vol.  iv  and  no.  1717  in  vol.  vi  above. 
Robert  son  of  Iwein  was  bailiff  twice  circa  1221-2  and  mayor  circa  1225  (Hill, 
pp.  380-1).  It  appears  from  the  next  charter  that  his  property  abutted  on  the 
subject  of  this  grant.

Grant  by  Robert  Bishop,  to  Olympia  widow  of  Thomas  son 
of  Githa,  of  all  his  land  and  buildings  in  the  parish  of  St.  Cuthbert, 
lying  between  the  land  which  was  of  William  de  Bungay  and  the 
king's  highway  called  Haroldsti  and  extending  from  the  king's 
highway  on  the  north  to  the  court  of  Robert  son  of  Iwein  at  the 
back.  For  this  Olympia  shall  give  to  Robert  and  his  heirs  a  pound 
of  cumin  or  twopence  on  the  feast  of  St.  Botulph  and  to  the  chapter 
of  Lincoln  five  shillings.  She  has  also  given  twenty-five  shiUings  to 
Robert  in  his  great  business.

Note  :  On  9th  Aug.  1248,  John  son  of  Beatrice  recovered  seisin  of  a  messuage  in 
Lincohi  as  heir  of  Beatrice  widow  of  John  del  Sty  .  (C.R.  1247-51,  p.  7d.).  He  is 
apparently  identical  with  the  grantor  of  this  charter  but  it  does  not  seem  that  his 
mother  is  so  identified  with  the  Lady  Beatrice  of  the  High  Market.

Note  :  Gerard  the  priest  was  a  considerable  landowner  in  Newport  and  in  Eastgate 
as  well  as  in  St.  Michael.  He  had  a  son  WiUiani  to  whom  he  granted  a  rent  of 
fifteen  shilhngs  from  land  held  of  him  by  Robert  Beaudehors  and  Robert  le  Megre 
in  the  parish  of  St.  Peter  (Vicars,  no.  189).  This  grant  was  made  between  1189  and 
1 192.  Shortly  afterwards  and  certainly  before  1 195,  as  Haimo  the  dean  is  a  witness, 
he  gave  William  the  priest  his  son  all  his  lands  in  the  city  to  be  held  of  the  King 
for  a  penny  yearly  for  all  service  [ibid.,  no.  167).  These  lands  consisted  in  the 
messuage  in  Newport  in  which  Gerard  lived,  between  Pliihp  the  priest  and  Sampson 
the  canon,  land  in  Newport  in  the  parish  of  St.  John,  which  Raginild  mother  of 
Richard  Franceis  and  Emma  wife  of  Bunna  held  of  Gerard,  lying  between  the  land 
of  Robert  Turner  and  Wilham  Alwald ;  land  in  the  parish  of  St.  Nicholas  wliich 
Ulf  the  smith  held  lying  between  the  lands  of  Wilham  son  of  Jocelin  and  William 
Beit :  land  in  Sastangate  towards  the  south  against  the  liouse  of  Suaiui  :  land  in 
the  parish  of  St.  Michael  which  Robert  Turner  held  lying  between  the  land  of  Hugh 
Paynel  and  the  said  Robert  and  two  selions  in  Longdales.  William  was  rector  of 
St.  Nicholas  and  had  two  sons  William  and  Gilbert  by  a  woman  named  Ivetta. 
To  them  he  granted  all  his  arable  lands  in  Lmcoln  {ibid.,  no.  161).  William  the 
younger  became  rector  of  Cadeby  St.  Helen,  in  1267  (L.R.S.  xx,  p.  23)  and  as  such 
gave  to  the  chapter  all  the  arable  he  had  in  the  fields  of  Lincoln  including  two  tofts 
which  he  had  of  the  gift  of  Ivetta  his  mother,  for  the  support  of  a  priest  to  say  mass 
for  his  parents  and  GUbert  his  brother  and  himself  (Vicars,  no.  163).  He  was  dead 
before  22nd  Oct.  1270  when  his  successor  was  instituted  (L.R.S.  xx,  p.  43).  He  had 
a  daughter  Desiree  for  whom  provision  on  her  marriage  to  Robert  son  of  William 
Badde  was  made  jointly  by  her  father  and  uncle  (R440,  to  be  printed  in  a  later 
volirme).  Gilbert  became  rector  of  Riseholme  as  a  subdeacon  in  1244-5  (L.R.S. 
xi,  pp.  148-50)  and  was  dead  before  5th  August  1269  (L.R.S.  xx,  p.  92).  This  charter 
can  be  dated  to  1197-8  by  the  attestation  of  master  Richard  the  subdean  (see  note 
to  no.  1595  in  vol.  v  above).

Note :  The  following  comments  on  the  Jewish  witnesses  are  kindly  supplied  by 
Dr.  Cecil  Roth  : 

Jacob  f.  Leo  :  son  of  Leo  f.  Salon  (Solomon)  Judeus  Lincolnie,  who  before  1223 
bought  land  in  St.  Michael's  from  Robert  Turnur.  About  this  time  Jacob,  acting 
for  his  father  then  in  London,  quitclaimed  the  Abbot  of  Newhouse  (Lines.)  of  any 
debt  on  account  of  Hugh  Paynel  {Starrs  and  Jewish  Charters  preserved,  in  the  British 
Museum,  ed.  I.  Abrahams,  H.  P.  Stokes,  H.  Loewe  ((1930-32),  i,  p.  36-40,  with 
comments  ii,  pp.  150-7  ;  Hebrew  Deeds  of  English  Jews  before  1290,  ed.  M.  D. 
Davis  (1888),  p.  305).  There  is  a  good  deal  of  information  regarding  Jacob  f.  Leo's 
business  transactions  (see  Starrs  and  Jeiuish  Charters,  ii,  197-9,  where  however 
there  are  a  number  of  inaccuracies.  His  wife  was  Margot  (R.H.,  i,  313).)  His  hotise 
at  Lincoln  adjoined  the  property  of  Robert  Turnur  (C.Ch.R.,  vol.  i,  p.  460).  He  was 
hanged  in  (or  shortly  after)  1255  on  suspicion  of  being  involved  in  the  alleged  ritual 
murder  of  '  Little  St.  Hugh  '  (B.H.,  i.  322).  It  is  possible  that  he  is  to  be  identified 
with  the  Copin  (diminutive  form  of  '  Jacob  ')  in  whose  house  Hugh  is  said  to  have 
been  last  seen,  and  whose  '  confession  '  under  torture  involved  his  coreligionists. 
His  father,  Leo  f.  Solomon,  suffered  at  the  same  time,  his  house  (which  subsequently 
passed  to  the  Knights  Templar)  being  granted  by  the  king  to  his  yeoman,  Herman 
de  Budbergh  {ibid.,  p.  467).  Jacob's  on  the  other  hand  was  retained  by  his  wife 
{R.H.,  ut  supra). 

Isaac  f.  Benedict.  Apparently  identical  with  Isaac  f.  Benedict  (Benet)  Gabois 
(i.e.  Gabbai,  or  the  Synagogue  treasurer)  of  Lincoln.  Much  information  is  available 
concerning  him  and  his  wife  Fluria,  particularly  in  connection  with  their  financial 
transactions  (cf,  Starrs  and  Jewish  Charters,  ii,  pp.  133-8,  for  some  details).     Among 
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his  major  clients  was  the  iinportant  Lincoln  merchant,  Peter  de  Holm  (Hill,  p.  388). 
He  died  in  1275,  a  detailed  inventory  of  his  estate  being  recorded  (Exchequer  of  the 
Jews,  ed.  J.  M.  Rigg,  pp.  266-9  ;    for  his  house,  of.  R.H.,  i,  p.  322). 

Garsia  Episcopus.  Identical  with  Garsie  Eveske  or  (as  he  signs  himself  in  Hebrew) 
Gershom  ben  Judah  Cohen  '  De  Nicole  '.  Hebrew  documents  published  by  M.  D. 
Davis  (op.  cit.,  pp.  291-2  and  303-4)  illustrate  his  activity  from  1236  onwards; 
of.  also  Starrs  and  Jewish  Charters,  i,  44—7  and  ii,  20-1  and  346.  He  was  one  of  the 
persons  commissioned  to  assess  a  tallage  on  the  Jews  of  the  realm  in  1237  (Patent 
Rolls,  1232-47,  p.  178).  By  1251  his  son  Vives  was  in  business  for  himself  (Close 
Rolls,  1251-3,  p.  182). 

Pictavin  (Peytevin)  le  Grant.  One  of  several  persons  named  Peytevin  who 
lived  in  Lincoln  at  this  time,  all  possibly  related  to  the  Peytevin  who  had  been  one 
of  the  local  agents  of  Aaron  of  Lincoln,  c.  1183  (Davis,  op.  cit.,  p.  289).  He  was 
called  '  Le  Grant  '  in  order  to  distinguish  hiin  froin  Peytevin  Parvus  or  le  Jouvene, 
whose  father's  name  was  Benedict :  a  contemporary  was  Peytevin  f.  Elye  Martrin, 
who  however,  from  the  documents,  cannot  be  the  same  person  as  Peytevin  le  Grant 
(cf.  Pipe  Roll,  26  Henry  III,  ed.  Cannon,  p.  84).  Peytevin  le  Grant  may  however 
be  identified  with  Pictavinus  f.  Manser,  who  is  also  mentioned  at  Lincoln  in  1241-2 
(ibid.,  p.  78).  Peytevin  le  Jouvene's  property  escheated  to  the  Crown  in  1249-50 
{R.H,,  i,  322).  Peytevin  le  Grant  on  the  other  hand,  in  whose  house  one  of  the 
Lincoln  synagogues  was  situated,  fled  at  the  time  of  the  ritual  murder  accusation 
associated  with  the  name  of  '  Little  St.  Hugh  '  :  on  March  27th  1255-6  instructions 
were  issued  for  an  inquest  by  jury  concerning  those  persons  qui  fuerunt  de  schola 
Peytevini  Magni,  qui  fugit  pro  morte  dicti  pueri  (Patent  Rolls,  40  Henry  III,  p.  510) ; 
full  text  in  D'Blossiers  Tovey,  Anglia  Judaica  (1738),  pp.  137-8. 

Haggim  (  =  Hagin  :  Hebrew,  Hayim)  f.  Mag.  Mosse.  Agent  of  Richard  of  Cornwall, 
and  Archpresbyter  of  English  Je^vry  1257-80  :  son  of  the  grammarian  and  Talmudist 
Rabbi  Moses  of  London  and  brother  of  Rabbi  Elijah  of  London,  the  most  distin- 
guished Anglo- Jewish  scholar  of  the  Middle  Ages  (see  Transactions  of  the  Jewish 
Historical  Society  of  England,  xv  (1946),  pp.  29-61  ;  for  Hagin,  esp.  pp.  33-4).  He 
took  up  his  residence  in  Lincoln  probably  in  1249,  when  he  acquired  from  the  king 
the  house  formerly  owned  by  Isaac  brother  of  Elias  Martrin.  In  1257  he  acquired 
also  property  formerly  belonging  to  Jacob  f.  Leo,  which  had  escheated  to  the  Crown 
on  his  condemnation  (C.Ch.R.,  vol.  i,  p.  460). 

Benedict  f.  Magistri  Mosse.  Brother  of  the  foregoing  and  a  very  eminent  scholar  : 
frequently  mentioned  in  Hebrew  sources  as  '  Rabbi  Berechiah  of  Nicole' :  see  Journal 
of  Jewish  Studies,  vol.  i,  pp.  67-81,  for  a  full  account  of  his  career  and  his  extant 
Hebrew  writings.  He  was  arrested  at  the  time  of  the  Hugh  of  Lincoln  affair  in  1 255, 
but  was  released  shortly  after  and  it  seems  survived  until  1273.  He  figures  as 
chirographer  of  the  Lincoln  Archa  in  an  midated  starr  (Davis,  p.  309)  in  conjunction 
with  Manser  (?  Manser  f.  Benedict,  still  chirographer  in  1275:    ibid.,  p.  303). 

Samuel  f.  Habraham.  Perhaps  identical  with  Samuel  de  Nicole  who  witnessed 
a  Norwich  deed  in  1264  (Davis,  p.  108,  cf.  also  pp.  79-81  referring  to  the  property 
of  Samuel  ben  Abraham  at  this  place)  ;  a  Sarnuel  f.  Abraham  is  mentioned  also 
in  London  in  1251  (C.Ch.R.  vol.  i,  p.  368).

For  this  grant  and 
quitclaim  the  dean  and  chapter  have  given  Ivetta,  William  and 
Sara  a  sum  of  money,  and  they  in  their  turn  have  handed  over 
the  charters  concerning  the  messuage  to  the  dean  and  chapter.

Note  :  Stephen  de  Chenduit  was  a  landoAvner  in  Northamptonshire,  Buckingham- 
shire and  Oxfordshire,  holding  of  the  honour  of  Berkhamstead.  As  early  as  1255 
he  had  become  involved  with  the  Jews  {Close  Rolls  1254-6,  p.  171).  Among  various 
transfers  of  land  Hagin  son  of  master  Mosse,  had  licence  to  sell  certain  tenements 
in  Lincohi  and  York  to  Stephen  in  May,  1275  (C.P.R.  1272-81,  p.  88).  By  July  1278 
Stephen  had  transferred  those  in  Lincoln  to  Queen  Eleanor,  the  indenture  being 
enrolled  in  the  Exchequer  (C.G.R.  1272-9,  p.  470).  In  1286  the  Queen  granted  them 
again  to  Stephen,  and  they  were  ultimately  sold  by  his  son  to  John  of  St.  Ives  and 
Gilbert  of  Atterby,  the  second  of  whom  having  acquired  full  right  in  them  sold 
them  in  1311  to  master  Wilham  of  Thornton  for  the  endowment  of  his  chantry. 
For  information  on  the  Chenduit  family  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Paul  Harvey  who  will 
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give  a  full  account  of  them  in  the  history  of  Cuxhain,  Oxfordshire,  which  he  is 
preparing  for  the  Victoria  County  History.  This  piece  of  property  seems  to  have 
come  not  to  the  chantry  but  to  the  Common  and  is  therefore  printed  here,  though 
the  documents  relating  to  the  chantry  cannot  be  included  owing  to  lack  of  space. 
These  bailiffs  are  not  hitherto  kno\^Ti.  Thej^  did  not  hold  office  in  1290  (Hill,  p.  383, 
Dij/74/2/26)  nor  in  1291-2  when  John  Amesas  and  John  the  skinner  were  in  office 
(see  the  preceding  charter)  and  Vicars  no.  333.  James  Berne  and  John  Pynall 
were  probably  bailiffs  in  1295-6  (Vicars,  252).

Grant  by  William  of  Winchcombe,  canon  of  Lincoln,  to 
the  church  of  Lincoln,  of  the  land  which  he  bought  from  master 
John  son  of  Peter  le  Wayder,  where  Ursel  the  Jew  formerly  hved. 
For  this  they  shall  give  yearly  to  the  heirs  of  Nichola  de  Haya 
a  pound  of  wax  and  a  penny  to  the  king.  The  profits  of  the  land 
shall  be  used  as  follows  :  the  priest  celebrating  at  the  high  altar 
on  St.  Kenelm's  day  shall  have  twelve  pence,  the  canons  there 
present  six  pence  each,  the  vicars  present  three  pence  each  and  the 
poor  clerks  present  a  penny  each.  The  residue  shall  be  distributed 
by  the  Provost  of  the  Common  on  the  anniversary  of  William's 
death  to  the  infirm  vicars  living  at  St.  Giles.  WiUiam  has  delivered 
to  the  chapter  the  charters  he  has  concerning  the  land.

Note:  William  of  Winchcombe  died  before  Robert  of  Graveley  (Dij/77/2/11) 
who  died  1251-2  (L.R.S.,  xi,  p.  128)  and  his  executors  brother  Geoffrey  of  Barhngs, 
formerly  abbot  there,  master  P.  of  Lincoln  rector  of  Mumby  and  Robert  of  Hailes 
subprior  of  Ashby,  had  sold  the  house  in  which  he  had  lived  to  master  Robert  Amys 
for  a  hundred  marks  sterling  before  the  end  of  August  1258  (Cant.  744).  With  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  they  bought  certain  rents  in  the  city  of  Lincoln.  Charters 
concerning  them  are  to  be  found  in  Cant  740-3.  It  is  interesting  to  note  the  arrange- 
ments for  distribution  on  the  day  of  St.  Kenelm,  the  patron  of  Winchcombe,  Glos. 
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2300.  Grant  and  quitclaim  by  Walter  Vilain  of  the  land  in 
the  street  of  the  parchment  makers  which  Beatrice  his  wife,  daughter 
of  Ralf  Mult  on,  gave  to  the  church  of  Lincoln  and  the  Common. 
The  land  lies  between  that  of  Adam  the  priest  and  William  of  Derby 
and  was  previously  held  by  Randulf  the  parchment  maker  and 
Oggis  before  him.    (Circa  1180-90.)

Note  :  Several  members  of  the  family  of  Villein  are  found  in  the  twelfth  and 
early  thirteenth  century  in  the  city.  Arnold,  Ralf  and  Andrew  Villein  all  witnessed 
a  charter  of  bishop  Robert  II  dated  1163-6  in  Danelaw  Charters,  p.  343.  It  could, 
however,  be  as  earlj^  as  December  1160,  as  Humfrey  the  subdean  the  predecessor 
of  Ralf  who  witnesses,  is  now  known  to  have  died  on  19th  Nov.  1160  (see  p.  203, 
n.  4  in  vol.  vii  above).  Arnold  owed  the  enormous  sum  of  £100  pro  fine  juisii  de 
Richold  in  1166  (P.R.S.,  9,  p.  4)  but  was  dead  by  1169  when  his  brother  Walter 
was  charged  with  the  debt  (P.R.S.  13,  p.  17).  Walter  also  owed  five  marks  on  his 
own  account  for  not  appearing  before  the  justices  in  a  suit  before  a  certain  Reinbald. 
These  sums  continued  undiminished  for  nine  years  and  in  1175  he  was  said  to  have 
nothing,  but  in  1176  he  began  to  reduce  the  five  marks  of  his  own  amercement  and 
finally  was  quit  of  this  in  1184  when  he  also  paid  6/ld.  of  the  £100  (P.R.S.  33,  p.  22). 
By  1 189  this  was  reduced  to  £97  5s.  2d.,  after  which  it  does  not  appear.  It  is  therefore 
possible  that  he  died  about  this  time  and  his  heirs  do  not  seem  to  have  become 
liable.  It  appears  from  grants  made  by  his  daughters  Richilda  and  Maud,  of  property 
belonging  formerly  to  their  uncle  Alan  of  Moulton  that  Alan,  who  was  bailiff  from 
1180-3  (Hill,  p.  379),  was  the  brother  of  Beatrice,  Walter's  wife  (A  794-5,  the 
property  is  in  the  parish  of  St.  Peter  at  Arches.)  It  is  possible  that  she  may  have 
been  the  Beatrice  "  who  gave  her  land  to  St.  Mary  "  (Obituary,  p.  157).  Walter  also 
had  a  son  Geoffrey  -with  whose  consent  he  granted  to  Thurgarton  Priory  three  tofts 
of  his  purchase  in  Sapergate  between  land  and  an  oven  already  in  the  possession 
of  the  priory  :  a  bovate  in  the  fields  of  Lincoln  in  free  alms  after  his  death  but 
for  a  rent  of  five  shillings  in  his  lifetime  :  a  messuage  in  the  parish  of  St,  Laurence 
in  the  High  Street  of  the  fee  of  Hubert  son  of  Ralf :  a  messuage  in  the  parish  of 
St.  Peter  Stanthaket  held  by  William  the  parchmentmaker  :  another  in  the  parish 
of  St.  Peter  at  the  Pump  held  by  Aldan  and  one  in  the  parish  of  St,  Rumbold  held 
by  Jocelin  the  skinner.  He  lived  at  the  end  of  his  life  in  the  parish  of  St.  Ednuind 
on  the  west  side  of  the  cemetery  and  this  house  he  also  gave  to  Thurgarton,  In 
the  winter  of  1175-6  cardinal  Hugh  Pierleone,  papal  legate  in  England  at  the  time, 
had  confirmed  a  settlement  in  a  dispute  between  Walter  and  the  priory  about 
fotu"  bovates,  an  oven,  certain  messuages  next  the  oven  and  a  quarry.  Of  the 
members  of  his  family  who  were  to  benefit  by  the  prayers  of  the  canons  only  his 
brother  Arnold  was  mentioned  by  name.  These  grants  were  confirmed  by  Geoffrey, 
Richilda  and  Maud  (Thurgarton  Cartulary,  nos,  1046-57),  Richard  Villein,  John 
son  of  Andrew  Villein  and  John  son  of  Robert  Villein  all  confirmed  the  grants  made 
by  their  antecessors  Osbert,  Arnold,  Walter,  Richilda  and  Maud  :  the  two  Johns 
add  Richard  to  the  list.  Though  there  is  no  certain  evidence  it  is  probable  that 
Osbert  was  the  father  of  Walter,  Arnold,  Andrew,  Robert  and  Ralf,  That  Andrew 
and  Robert  were  brothers  of  Ralf  Villein  appears  from  a  charter  of  Alexander 
Halselin  in  which  their  relationship  is  expressly  stated  (R1084  to  be  printed  later), 
and  Ralf  is  stated  to  be  Arnold's  brother  in  a  grant  by  Achard  of  Lincoln  (D,  and  C, 
Dij/80/3/45),  Geoffrey  Villein  granted  the  canons  of  Thm-garton  a  mark  of  rent 
yearly  which  his  uncle  Alan  of  Moulton  had  had  in  Wigford  (Thm-garton  Cartulary, 
no.  1058).  He  owed  half  a  mark  for  false  claim  in  1190,  1191  and  1192  (P.R.S., 
N.S.  1,  p.  88  ;   2,  p,  10  ;   3,  p,  329). 

Ralf  Villein  was  bailiff  with  Walter  son  of  Redwi  in  1 1 68-9  and  1 1 70-3  with 
Warner  (Hill,  p.  379).  He  had  some  property  in  the  parish  of  St.  Peter  in 
Eastgate  which  Roger  the  clerk  had  held  of  him  and  which  he  granted  to 
William  Braun  for  a  rent  of  sixteenpence  yearly  and  two  hens  at  Christmas 
(D.  and  C,  Dij/79/2/8).    This  was  witnessed  by  Richard  Villein,  who,  as  appears 
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from  no.  2260  above,  was  Ralfs  son.  Richard  granted  land  in  the  same  parish 
formerly  held  by  Sigward  Saxe  to  Hugh  of  Tattershall  (Dij/79/2/9)  and  tliis  evidently 
passed  to  Beatrice  daughter  of  Ralf  Villein,  widow  of  Nigel  de  Lorton  and  was  by 
her  granted  to  Roger  son  of  Silvester  (Dij/79/2/11).  John  Villein  witnessed  the 
grants  of  Richard  and  Beatrice.  In  1219  a  suit  was  begun  between  Beatrice  daughter 
of  Ralf  Villein,  Ralf  son  of  Lefwine  and  Ivetta  his  wife  and  Isabella  daughter  of 
Richard  concerning  a  rent  of  ten  shillings  in  Lincoln,  but  stood  over  on  account  of 
the  death  of  Ivetta  (Selden  Soc,  liii,  no.  878).  This  Ivetta  was  the  widow  of 
Richard  Villein  (Thurgarton  Cartulary  no.  1066).  The  date  of  Richard's  death  is  not 
certain  :  he  was  one  of  the  principal  citizens  in  1201  but  is  not  in  the  list  of  1206 
(Hill,  p.  398).  In  1200  he  had  been  convicted  with  William  son  of  Warner  and 
Robert  the  spicer  of  the  disseisin  of  Jocelin  son  of  Peter  of  his  free  tenement  in 
Boston  (C.R.R.,  i,  p.  271)  and  was  accounting  for  the  amercement  in  the  Pipe  Rolls 
of  7,  8  and  9  John.  In  the  last  of  these  at  Michaelmas  1207  he  is  said  to  have  paid 
in  twenty  pence  and  to  owe  twenty-five  shillings  (p.  11).  On  the  other  hand  a 
judgment  by  R[oger]  dean  of  Lincoln,  P[hilip]  the  subdean  and  master  Walter 
Blund,  canon  of  Lincoln,  judges  appointed  bj^  Innocent  III  in  a  suit  of  Thurgarton 
Priory  against  Ralf  son  of  Lefwine  and  Ivetta  relict  of  Richard  Villein,  then  wife 
of  Ralf,  concerning  a  rent  of  half  a  mark  in  Eastgate,  speaks  of  a  settlement  including 
a  lease  of  an  oven  in  Sapergate  from  the  canons  to  Ralf  and  Ivetta  for  twelve  years 
from  the  Michaelmas  next  after  the  king  first  set  out  for  Poitou  with  his  army, 
an  event  which  occurred  in  June,  1206.  Ralf  was  Ivetta's  proctor  in  the  suit  and 
undertook  on  behalf  of  her  and  liimself  to  observe  the  terms  of  the  agreement. 
(Thurgarton  Cartulary,  no.  1066).  Trouble  arose  again  and  Honorius  III  on  13th 
Nov.  1219  appointed  Robert  abbot  of  Rufford  and  Hugh  dean  of  Southwell  to 
hear  suits  between  the  prior}-  and  various  persons,  including  Ralf  son  of  Lefwine 
in  respect  of  the  property  in  Eastgate  and  the  oven.  Twelve  shillings  rent  which 
he  owed  was  to  be  paid  before  the  feast  of  the  Decollation  of  St.  John  the  Baptist 
in  the  second  year  after  the  translation  of  St.  Thomas  the  Martyr,  29th  Aug.  1221 
(ibid.,  no.  1067).  A  composition  was  made  by  the  same  judges  under  the  same 
mandate  for  the  observance  by  John  son  of  Andrew  Villein  of  the  gifts  of  his 
antecessors  (no.  1068). 

John  Villein  was  keeper  of  the  measures  and  was  amerced  in  1201  (L.R.S.,  xxii, 
no.  1016).  He  had  paid  by  Michaelmas  1203  (P.R.S.,  N.S.  16,  p.  101).  He  had  owed 
half  a  mark  tallage  in  1202  (P.R.S.,  N.S.  15,  p.  242).  It  is  not  clear  whether  this 
is  the  son  of  Robert  or  of  Andrew.  .John  son  of  Robert  Villein  had  granted  to  Roger 
son  of  Silvester,  fom-  shillings  yearly  rent  in  the  land  which  was  of  William  the 
goldsmith  son  of  Haimo  in  the  parish  of  All  Saints,  Hungate  (Thurgarton  Cartulary, 
no.  1061).

Note  :  In  1206  Robert  Darcy  gave  half  a  mark  for  Ucence  to  concord  with  Norman 
Darcy,  renouncing  iiis  claims  on  the  land  in  Dimston  he  had  had  of  the  gift  of 
Thomas  his  father  in  return  for  rents  of  five  marks  value  in  Calkwell  and  Lincoln 
(L.R.S.  xxii,  no.  1318).  The  final  concord  is  unfortmiately  damaged  but  shows 
that  Ralf  son  of  Lefwine  was  one  of  the  tenants,  Alice  the  goldsmith  another  and 
Gerard,  whose  surname  is  lost,  a  third  (P.R.S.,  N.S.,  29,  no.  220).  The  grant  must 
have  been  made  in  the  time  of  Roger  de  Rolveston  since  he  granted  the  rent  to 
Walter  Berner  from  whom  it  descended  to  William  Berner  who  sold  the  rent  to 
Peter  of  Eormond  (see  nos.

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The  Mayors  and  Bailiffs  of  Lincoln  in  the  Thirteenth 

Century 

The  cartulary  of  the  Vicars  of  the  church  of  Lincoln  has  recently 
become  available  for  study  and  certain  dated  charters  therein  not 
only  allow  the  addition  of  some  names  to  the  list  of  mayors  and 
bailiffs  included  in  Appendix  IV  of  Dr.  Hill's  Medieval  Lincoln 
but  also  make  precise  some  years  of  office  hitherto  only  tentatively 
suggested.  This  new  material  together  with  a  few  names  gathered 
from  other  sources  justifies  the  reconsideration  of  the  list  in  the 
hope  of  achieving  greater  completeness. 

An  additional  pair  of  bailiffs  has  been  found  for  the  early  years 
of  the  century— Ralf  (who  may  be  Ralf  son  of  Lefwine)  and  Adam 
of  Colchester.  From  the  attestation  of  Geoffrey  of  Deeping  as 
precentor  and  William  dean  of  the  city  of  Lincoln  the  charter 
which  they  witness  must  belong  to  the  period  l20Q-circa  1212.^ 

On  the  evidence  available  it  appears  a  reasonable  assumption 
that  the  mayoral  year  normally  runs  from  Michaelmas  to  Michaelmas, 
therefore  a  single  precise  date  within  that  period  will  give  the 
year  of  office  for  the  mayor  or  bailiffs  concerned. 

1214-5.  The  date  for  Roger  and  Robert  as  baihffs  with  Adam 
son  of  Reginald  as  mayor  should  be  1214-5  as  the  charter  they  witness 
is  dated  "  the  second  Monday  of  Lent  after  the  relaxation  of  the 
general  interdict  ".^  Though  the  peace  between  King  John  and 
the  church  was  made  in  July  1213,  the  interdict  was  not  finally 
relaxed  until  July  1214. ^ 

1215-6.  William  nepos  of  Warner  and  Peter  of  the  Bail  were 
appointed  baiUflfs  on  30th  December  1215.* 

1216-7.  William  nepos  of  Warner  had  become  mayor  by  7th 
January  1217.^  He  was  confirmed  in  office  on  6th  October  1217^ 
but  did  not  hold  it  for  another  full  year,  for  on  29th  June  1218 
the  King  confirmed  the  election  "  by  common  consent  "  of  Peter 
of  the  Bridge.''  Peter  of  the  Bridge  seems  to  have  held  office 
continuously  to  Michaelmas  1223  and  probably  to  1224.  He 
occurs  as  mayor  in  Trinity  Term  1220^  and  witnessed  on  20th 
April  1221.^     In  the  year  1222-3  Reginald  son  of  the  priest  and

1222.^  Four  other  pairs  of  bailiffs  are  found  with  Peter  :  Robert 
son  of  Ywain  and  William  son  of  Walter :  ^  Fulk  son  of  Reimbald 
and  Robert  son  of  Ywain  :^  Peter  of  the  Bail  and  Ralf  son  of 
Lefwine  :^  Ralf  and  Michael.  ^ 

In  Hilary  term  1222  in  a  case  brought  by  the  citizens  of  Lincoln 
against  the  burgesses  of  Beverley  the  mayor  (unnamed)  and  the 
bailiffs,  of  whom  only  Robert  son  of  Eudo  was  named  acted  for  the 
city.®  Eudo  is  the  Latin  form  of  Eon  or  Yun  of  which  Iwein 
seems  also  to  be  a  variant.'  Robert's  brother  Martin  is  ordinarily 
described  as  "  filius  Ywainis  "  but  in  no.  2317  as  "  filius  Eudonis  ". 
It  seems  virtually  certain  that  one  or  other  of  the  first  two  pairs 
mentioned  above  served  in  1221-2.  Peter  of  Paris  occurs  alone 
as  bailiff  with  Peter  of  the  Bridge  as  mayor.  ^  It  seems  therefore 
that  Peter  had  six  pairs  of  bailiffs  which  suggests  that  he  served 
from  1218  to  1224. 

The  next  certain  date  is  that  of  the  confirmation  on  21st  November 
1227,  of  the  election  of  John  of  Paris.*  In  the  interval  three  mayors 
are  found :  Robert  son  of  Iwein  with  Robert  son  of  Roger  and 
Henry  Cotti  •}^  John  son  of  Osbert  with  WiUiam  Cause  and  WiUiam 
Champenais  -P^  and  Peter  of  the  Bail,^^  whose  baihffs  are  not  known 
though  they  may  have  been  John  of  Holgate  and  Gilbert  Belot.^^ 

In  1227-8  John  of  Paris  had  Martin  son  of  Eudo  and  Norman 
of  Wigford  as  baihffs.^*  The  other  pairs  of  bailiffs  found  with  him 
are  (1)  'Rali  parcamerarius  and  Henry  Cotti. ^^  'Rali  pergamenarius 
appears  with  Henry  Fremantel,^®  who  is  perhaps  Cotti  in  another 
language,  Cota  being  the  Latin  for  tunic.  (2)  Robert  son  in  law 
of  the  mayor  and  John  son  of  Robert.^'  (3)  Adam  son  of  Andrew 
and  John  son  of  Wulstan.^^  It  is  possible  that  Osbert  and  Hugh 
of  Heapham  served  with  John.^*  The  date  at  which  they  are 
found  seems  to  be  about  1230  and  as  Peter  of  the  Bail  is  a  witness 
without  the  title  of  mayor  it  is  not  likely  that  the  charter  was 
issued  during  his  mayoralty  which  had  begun  by  1233  and  seems 
to  have  lasted  until  1245. 

Adam  son  of  Herbert  of  Newport  and  Godfrey  of  the  HaU  were 
baihffs  with  Peter  of  the  Bail  either  in  1232-3  or  1233-4.20

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Richard  son  of  Arnold  and  Adam  son  of  Robert  witnessed  on 

27th  June  1241  so  were  in  office  1240-1.^     Robert  of  Kirton  and 

Ivo  Flavus  witnessed  on  1st  November  1243  so  held  office  1243-4.2 

Richard  son  of  Alfred  and  Adam  son  of  Astin  witnessed  in  1244-5.^ 

Other  pairs  of  bailiffs  known  to  have  held  office  with  Peter  are  :— 

1.  John  of  Holgate  and  Gilbert  Belot.*  They  may  have 
held  office  during  his  mayoralty  circa  1224-6  as  No.  354  in  the 
Vicars'  Cartulary  is  witnessed  by  John  of  Paris  as  mayor  and  seems 
to  be  later  in  date  than  No.  353. 

2.  Giles  son  of  Osbert  and  William  of  Paris  who  must  have 
held  office  before  the  deposition  of  Wilham  de  Thomaco.^

4.  Hugh  the  Bearded  with  Adam  de  Beaufou  who  are  probably 
not  earher  than  1241  for  master  Henry  Costard  witnessed  as  dean 
of  the  city  and  he  is  not  known  to  have  been  in  office  before  1240' 
John  de  Helg'  is  found  alone  in  No.  2234  above,  which  is  later 
than  No.  2233  witnessed  by  Giles  son  of  Osbert  and  WiUiam  of  Paris. 
This  may  be  John  of  Holgate  as  the  scribe  of  Registrum  Magnum 
evidently  thought  and  he  may  have  had  a  second  year  of  office.^ 

John  of  the  Solar  and  John  son  of  Gervase  who  witness  as  bailiffs 
in  company  with  a  group  who  flourished  in  the  middle  of  the  century 
may  also  have  held  office  with  Peter.  ^ 

Robert  Cotti  was  baihff  at  some  date  probably  before  1238.^" 
He  witnessed  a  charter  of  Mary  daughter  of  Godwin  the  Rich  to 
Hugh  the  vicar  of  Fulstow.  This  Hugh  seems  to  be  identical 
with  Hugh  the  rector  of  Fulstow  who  granted  land  held  of  Mary 
in  St.  Peter  in  Eastgate  parish  Lincoln  to  Ormsby  Priory.^^ 
As  he  was  instituted  rector  in  Grosseteste's  fourth  year  (17th  June 
1238 — 16th  June  1239)  the  grant  to  him  must  be  earlier  than  the 
date  of  his  entering  on  the  rectory. ^^ 

Richard  of  the  Bridge  probably  followed  Peter  immediately. 
He  witnessed  with  Ralf  le  Taylur  and  Alexander  of  Stainby  as 
bailiffs, ^^  before  the  death  of  William  of  Benniworth  the  subdean, 
which  occurred  between  February  1248  and  February  1250,^^  and 
in  company  with  EUas  the  succentor  who  is  not  found  with  certainty

Long  and  William  Brand,  not  earlier  than  August  1248.2  jjg  could 
have  held  office  1248-9  before  Thomas  de  Beaufou  who  is  known 
to  have  been  mayor  with  Thomas  le  Boeuf  and  Thomas  the  skinner 
as  bailiffs  in  1249-50.^  Thomas  de  Beaufou  was  also  in  office 
1251-2  as  he  witnessed  an  arbitration  on  Monday  next  after  St.

3.  John  of  Lincoln  and  Ralf  Gaugy  who  must  have  held  office 
before  the  death  of  the  canon  Richard  of  Wisbech  which  occurred 
about  1258. » 

4.  P.  del  Holm  and  John  son  of  Martin  who  may  have  held 
office  1259-60.^"  John  certainly  held  office  while  Robert  Marsh 
was  dean  and  the  latter  cannot  have  been  appointed  until  after 
the  consecration  of  Gravesend  in  November  1258^^  at  which  time 
WiUiam  son  of  Giles  was  mayor.

Filling  in  the  gaps  presents  certain  difficulties  but  by  working 
backwards  from  evidence  of  the  Hundred  Rolls  and  piecing  together 
information  from  undated  charters  it  is  possible  to  assign  particular 
groups  to  definite  years. 

It  appears  that  Roger  son  of  Benedict  held  office,  when  John  of 
Maidstone  was  dean.^^  John's  tenure  of  the  deanery  was  very  brief : 
his  predecessor  Richard  of  Meopham  was  alive  on  17th  August 
1274.15  John  himself  is  referred  to  without  the  title  of  dean 
on  26th  November  1214^^  and  was  dead  by  4th  June  1275-" 
This  mayoral  year  must  therefore  be  1274-5.     The  bailifi's  were

In  the  Hundred  Rolls  reference  is  made  to  M'^illiam  of  Holgate^ 
by  that  time  dead,  who  after  his  retirement  from  the  mayoralty- 
had  come  into  the  city  and  threatened  the  bailiffs  Simon  Unwin 
and  Martin  the  cordwainer.  Roger  is  found  with  these  bailiffs^ 
and  the  term  of  office  must  have  been  1273-4.  William  of  Holgate's 
year  with  Matthew  Dogneck  and  Robert  of  Dunham  (also  called 
Leper)  placed  in  1273-4  by  Dr.  HiU  following  Canon  Foster,*  must 
have  been  1272-3.  The  bailiffs  for  1271-2  are  known.  ^  Jordan  son 
of  Giles  and  WiUiam  of  Heapham  were  stated  in  the  Hundred  RoUs  to 
have  been  in  office  four  years  previously  which  would  be  1270-1.^ 
John  of  Kirkstead  and  Jernagan  of  Newport  witnessed  with  William 
of  Holgate  as  mayor  before  22nd  October  1270.'  This  charter 
can  be  dated  between  1267  and  1270,  the  years  in  which  the  grantor, 
William  of  Newport,  was  rector  of  Cadeby,  ^  but  it  is  probably  not 
much,  if  at  all,  earlier  than  6th  August  1269,^  the  date  on  which 
the  successor  of  William's  brother  Gilbert  in  the  rectory  of  Riseholme 
was  instituted.  Gilbert  seems  to  have  been  dead  when  the  charter 
was  issued.  These  bailiffs  may  well  belong  to  the  year  1269-70. 
Ralf  of  Gayton  and  Gervase  of  Newport  witnessed  with  William 
of  Holgate  about  1268-9.io  Richard  of  Boultham  and  Walter  le 
Wordi  are  specifically  stated  to  be  of  WiUiam  of  Holgate's  first 
year.^i  Walter  of  Fiskerton  and  John  de  Burgo  are  also  found 
with  him. ^2  j  g^d  myself  unable  to  agree  with  Dr.  Hill's  view^^ 
that  1268-9  was  the  second  year  of  Holgate's  mayoralty  as  I  would 
read  the  note  in  secundo  rotulo  maioritatis  Willelmi  de  Holgate 
anno  regno  regis  liii  as  referring  to  the  second  roll  of  the  mayoralty 
in  the  King's  fifty  third  year  not  the  second  year  of  the  mayoralty. 
Moreover  the  number  of  pairs  of  baihffs  necessitates  carrying  back 
his  first  year  beyond  1267-8  and  the  problem  is  further  compUcated 
by  Andrew  Cause  and  Andrew  of  Horkstowe  having  two  years 
of  office  of  which  the  first  must  have  been  before  the  end  of  1265.^* 
It  is  necessary  to  consider  how  far  back  that  first  year  probably 
was  in  the  light  of  the  evidence  of  the  Hundred  Rolls. 

It  was  said  at  the  enquiry  that  fourteen  years  before  the  bailiff 
of  Peter  of  Savoy  at  Boston  took  merchandise  and  to  win  his  favour 
certain  great  ones  of  the  city  led  by  Wilham  son  of  Giles,  than  mayor, 
agreed  to  pay  £10  yearly  out  of  the  tronage  of  the  city  at  Boston,

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without  consulting  the  citizens  and  that  seven  pairs  of  bailiffs  had 
paid  this  sum.^  These  they  carefully  enumerated — (1)  Ralf  ol 
Gayton  and  John  de  Grey,  postea  (2)  Peter  Rabuc  and  Hugh 
Fairweather,  postea  (3)  Adam  de  Hospitah  and  Nicholas  Stoule, 
postea  (4)  Luke  de  Newland  and  Hugh  ad  Len',  postea  (5)  Simon 
le  Changur  and  Jordan  of  Amcotts,  postea  (6)  Henry  Gupil  and 
Gregory  Bolur,  postea  (7)  John  de  Burgo  and  Walter  of  Fiskerton. 

The  jurors  were  understandably  not  exact  about  the  lapse  of 
time  but  it  seems  that  the  first  payment  was  made  not  later  than 
1257-8  for  the  second  pair  of  bailiffs  are  known  to  have  held  office 
1258-9.  As  it  was  William  son  of  Giles  who  first  negotiated  the 
payment  it  would  seem  that  he  held  office  either  with  or  before  the 
first  pair  of  bailiffs.  On  7th  March  1265  an  order  for  enquiry 
made  on  complaint  of  some  of  the  citizens  said  the  payment  had 
been  for  seven  years ^  though  in  the  enquiry^  itself  the  jurors  use 
the  words  sex  annis  elapis  and  specify  no  names,  but  there  are  some 
difficulties  in  fitting  all  the  bailiffs  into  the  years  before  1265  even 
if  1258-9  was  the  second  year,  for  those  of  1262-3  who  held  office 
with  John  of  Louth  as  mayor  were  not  accused,  nor  were  John  son 
of  Martin  and  P.  de  Holm  who  held  office  with  Thomas  de  Beaufou 
within  the  years  1259-62.  It  would  seem  that  one  pair  must  have 
made  the  payment  after  the  enquiry. 

The  third,  fourth  and  sixth  pairs  all  held  office  with  Thomas  de 
Beaufou  :*  the  fifth  are  almost  certainly  to  be  identified  with  Simon 
Cansor  (or  Camsor,  as  the  abbreviation  in  the  original  would  allow 
for  either  and  the  word  means  a  banker  or  money  changer)  and 
Jordan  Aureis,  who  held  office  with  Roger  son  of  Benedict  in  his 
second  year.^  This  brings  Roger's  first  year  still  further  back 
presumably  to  the  mid-fifties  and  thereby  reduces  the  number  of 
claimants  to  the  years  after  1275. 

Other  information  in  the  Hundred  Rolls  is  that  purprestures 
were  connived  at  by  Peter  of  the  Bail,  WiUiam  of  Paris,  Peter  of 
Paris,  Thomas  de  Beaufou,  Walter  Brand,  William  son  of  Giles 
and  William  of  Holgate  during  their  years  of  office  and  that  grants 
of  murage  had  been  collected  and  in  part  misapplied  by  Walter 
Brand,  Thomas  de  Beaufou,  William  son  of  Giles  and  John  of  Louth.  ^ 
Walter  Brand's  grant  was  said  to  have  been  twenty  three  years 
earlier  which  would  carry  back  to  the  mayoral  year  1251-2  if  the 
jurors,  memory  was  correct.  Such  grants  have  been  found  as 
follows: — (1)  for  three  years  from  St.  Margaret's  day  28th  June 
1253;'  (2)  for  seven  years  from  Holy  Cross  Day,  14th  September 
1258*  according  to  the  form  of  the  grant  on  the  Patent  Rolls  of 
28  Henry  III  on  28th  June  :  though  Bristol  had  a  grant  on  that

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date  there  is  no  reference  to  Lincoln's  having  had  one  though  it 
had  one  on  the  same  day  of  the  month  nine  years  later  ;i  (3)  on 
4th  February  1268  Lincoln  was  to  have  murage  for  three  years 
from  Ash  Wednesday  after  the  expiration  of  the  present  term.'^ 
The  wording  is  curious  as  unless  there  had  been  still  another  grant 
the  last  Ucence  would  have  expired  in  1265 ;  (4)  three  years  from 
Ash  Wednesday  1271.^  Thomas  of  Beaufou  must  have  received 
the  grant  of  June  1253  and  if  Wilham  son  of  Giles  was  mayor  at 
the  time  of  the  second  grant  that  would  tally  \^dth  other  e^adence 
for  the  possibihty  of  his  being  mayor  in  1257-8.  William  of  Holgate 
would  be  mayor  at  the  time  of  the  other  two  grants.  John  of  Louth 
presumably  misapplied  during  his  term  of  office  some  of  the  seven 
years  grant  made  to  William  son  of  Giles.  It  is  possible  that  Walter 
Brand  may  have  been  mayor  either  in  1250-1  and  have  had  an 
unrecorded  grant  of  murage  or  he  may  have  misappUed  some  of 
the  1253  grant  in  1254  or  later. 

Years  now  left  in  uncertainty  are  1245-6,  1246-7,  1247-8  and 
1248-9,  though  Richard  of  the  Bridge  and  WiUiam  of  Paris  fiUed 
two  of  them.  Possibly  Peter  of  Paris,  who  in  the  catalogue  of 
those  who  connived  at  purprestures  comes  between  WUham  of 
Paris  and  Thomas  de  Beaufou,  may  be  assigned  to  1248-9.  Similarly 
if  Walter  Brand  who  foUows  Thomas  and  precedes  WiUiam  son  of 
Giles  in  that  catalogue  had  misappUed  murage  twenty  three  years 
before  the  enquiry  he  probably  held  office  in  1250-1.  The  period 
of  September  1253  to  September  1258  contains  no  exactly  dated 
charters  but  within  them  Thomas  de  Beaufou  held  office  with  John 
of  Lincoln  and  Ralf  Gaugy.*  WiUiam  son  of  GUes  must  have  held 
office  for  at  least  one  year  before  that  in  which  Peter  Rabuc  and 
Hugh  Fatrweather  were  with  him  and  therefore  may  have  been 
in  office  in  1257-8  with  Ralf  of  Gayton  and  John  de  Gray  (or 
Greyby). 

It  seems  likely  that  Thomas  de  Beaufou  was  mayor  for  the  three 
years  1259-60,  1260-1,  1261-2.  P.  del  Holm  and  John  son  of  Martm, 
baiUfPs  in  one  of  these  years  could  have  held  office  in  1259-60, 
being  foUowed  by  Adam  of  the  Hospital  with  Nicholas  Stoule  and 
Luke  of  Newland  with  Hugh  de  Leir',  though  since  the  Umiting 
dates  for  John  and  Peter  are  those  of  Robert  Marsh's  tenure  of 
the  deanery  they  could  be  placed  in  1261-2  after  the  other  two 
pairs. 

The  next  baUiffs  accused  in  1274  were  Simon  le  changur  and 
Jordan  of  Amcotts  who  held  office  in  Robert  son  of  Benedict's 
second  year.^  This  seems  to  fall  in  1263-4  in  which  case  it  would 
appear  that  Roger's  first  year  was  as  early  as  1253-7  years  for 
which  as  yet  no  name  can  certainly  be  assigned  though  Thomas 
de  Beaufou  must  have  been  in  office  for  one  of  them.

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From  no.  2209  above  it  appears  that  William  of  Holgate  with 
Andrew  Cause  and  Andrew  of  Hoikstow  for  their  first  term  cannot 
have  held  office  later  than  1264-5  and  it  seems  likely  that  this 
was  the  j'ear  in  which  they  were  together.  As  William's  first 
baihffs  were  Richard  of  Boultham  and  Walter  le  Wm-di  his  first 
year  must  evidently  have  been  in  the  fifties. 

The  next  two  accused,  Henry  Gupil  and  Gregory  le  Bolur,  also 
known  as  Gregory  son  of  John,  held  office  with  Thomas  de  Beaufou, 
probably  in  1265-6.  It  was  in  March  this  year  that  the  commission 
to  enquire  into  the  action  was  issued.  Thomas  may  also  have 
been  in  office  1266-7  and  Adam  Page  and  Andrew  of  Wigford  might 
have  been  associated  with  him  though  there  is  no  proof  of  this. 

On  22nd  January  1267  John  de  Limar  was  appointed  custos 
of  the  city  by  the  King  who  discharged  him  on  10th  February.^ 

The  last  pair  of  bailiffs  accused  in  1274,  Walter  de  Silketon  and  John 
de  Burgo  are  evidently  identical  with  Walter  of  Fiskerton  and  John 
de  Burgo  who  served  with  William  of  Holgate  perhaps  in  1267-8.  The 
order  of  those  in  office  from  1268  to  1275  has  been  worked  out  above. 

Bailiffs  who  have  not  been  assigned  to  any  year  and  who  seem 
to  have  flourished  in  the  middle  of  the  century  are  Robert  of  Hyke- 
ham,  Nicholas  Mund  and  William  Brid.  The  first  witnesses  with  a 
man  who  flourished  circa  1240-50-.  The  jurors  in  1274  said  the 
others  had  caused  people  in  prison  to  be  amerced  without  reason^ 
and  since  the  jurors  were  going  back  as  much  as  twenty  years  in 
their  grievances  it  is  not  impossible  that  these  two  may  have  held 
office  in  the  period  1253-7  and  may  have  been  udth  Roger  son  of 
Benedict  in  his  first  year. 

At  this  point  Thomas  Sanfoil  or  Shanfoyl,  mayor,  must  disappear.'* 
An  examination  of  the  original  manuscript  shows  him  to  be  Bhanfoyl, 
an  early  fifteenth  century  misreading  of  u  as  7i  in  a  name  which 
in  an  original  charter  was  once  spelt  Bwaufol  and  in  a  transcript 
Beaufol.  A  comparison  of  the  first  letter  with  words  which  can 
only  begin  with  "  B  "  shows  that  "  S  "  is  incorrect. 

Osbert  son  of  Giles,  with  the  bailiffs  WiUiam  of  Burton  and 
Eudo  Scot  seems  to  have  been  in  office  1275-6.^  Roger  son  of 
Benedict  who  held  office  with  Hugh  Tregetur  and  Ivo  the  cord- 
wainer  after  1260  may  have  succeeded  him  with  these  baihfi's  :^ 
alternatively  the  bailiffs  in  that  year  could  have  been  WilUam 
Galkes  and  Ivo  the  glover  as  thej^  were  in  office  during  Ohver 
Sutton's  tenure  of  the  deanery,'  in  which  case  Hugh  and  the 
first  Ivo  would  have  been  in  office  in  1278-9.  James  of  the  Bridge 
was  mayor  in  1277-8 ^  and  Thomas  son  of  Robert  with  William 
Cause  and  Ralf  of  Grayingham  in   1279-80.^     Roger  came  back

Richard  de  Beaufou  was  mayor  in  1283-4  and  1284-5.^  In 
the  former  year  Hugh  son  of  Robert  and  William  Unwyn,  alias 
of  Wickenby,*  were  bailiffs  but  there  are  no  names  for  the  second 
year. 

Ralf  of  Gayton  witnessed  as  mayor  on  8th  September  1286.  His 
bailiffs  were  WiUiam  of  Wrangle  and  Adam  Ack'.^ 

Henry  Gopil  was  mayor  before  the  death  of  Roger  son  of  Benedict,  * 
which  occured  between  25th  December  1286  and  Lady  Day  1287, 
so  must  have  had  one  turn  earlier  than  that  of  1288-9  during  which 
he  attested  a  charter  on  St.  Augustine's  day.  He  must  therefore 
have  followed  Ralf  of  Gayton  in  1286.  Richard  de  Beaufou 
witnessed  as  mayor  on  St.  Cuthbert's  day  (20th  March)  1288.  His 
bailiffs  were  probably  Peter  Badde  and  Geoffrey  of  Thomhaugh.' 
Henry  Gopil  returned  to  office  with  Thomas  of  Willingham  and 
Simon  de  Wynkelthorpe  in  1288-9^  and  may  have  been  succeeded 
by  Richard  de  Beaufou  in  1289-90.®  Though  he  is  not  named  as 
mayor,  Richard  in  that  year  issued  a  notification  of  a  remission 
of  rent  by  the  Vicars  of  the  cathedral  and  there  seems  to  be  no 
obvious  reason  why  he  should  have  done  this  unless  while  presiding 
in  the  borough  court.

716  and  719 
are  letters  of  attorney  to  give  and  to  receive  seisin  of  the  houses — the  former  by 
Roger  Martival  to  give  seisin  to  master  Thomas  of  Sutton,  canon  dated  Tuesday 
after  the  Assumption  1288,  the  latter  a  general  proxy  by  Sutton  to  William  of 
Langworth  to  receive  corporal  possession  of  a  benefice  si  tnichi  offeratur  and  to  receive 
seisin  of  houses  within  the  close  of  Lincoln  for  his  use  dated  3rd  May  1287.  In  the 
absence  of  the  originals  it  is  impossible  to  check  in  which  charters  the  scribe  made 
errors,  though  it  seems  that  the  most  likely  error  is  in  giving  Philip  as  witness  in 
no.  718.  But  if  so,  it  is  difficult  to  explain  why  the  letter  of  attorney  to  give  seisin 
was  not  issued  imtil  eighteen  months  after  the  agreement  to  sell.  (I  am  indebted 
to  Miss  D.  M.  Williamson  for  checking  the  material  at  Lincoln  and  verifying  both 
the  discrepancies  and  the  date  of  Roger's  death.)

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It  seems  that  about  this  tune  the  city  was  again  committed 
to  the  sheriff  Robert  de  Chadworth  or  Scadworth,  who  as  ciistos 
witnessed  a  charter  of  John  le  Ronieyn  as  archbishop  of  York.^ 

From  1290-9  the  mayoralty  was  suspended  and  the  city  was 
committed  to  a  ciistos  for  some  years  Robert  le  Veniir,  but  in  1297 
William  Cause  a  citizen,  who  was  later  allowed  to  become  mayor. 
Robert  le  Venur  was  custos  with  Alexander  son  of  John  and  Adam 
Cokerel  on  16  May  1291,  that  is  to  say  for  the  year  1290-1:2  with 
John  Amesas  and  John  the  skinner  in  December  1291  and  on  12th 
March  1292  :^  with  WiUiam  of  Paris  and  Robert  ad  Fontem  on  22nd 
January  1293.^  There  are  no  more  dated  charters  with  custos 
and  bailiffs  untU  24th  April,  1296^  when  Robert  witnesses  with 
James  Grene  and  John  PyneU.  The  next  dated  charter  with 
Robert  as  custos  is  30th  April,  34  Edward  I  (1296)  but  the  bailiffs 
are  Nicholas  le  Granger  and  Ralf  of  FiUingham.^  These  two  also 
witness  as  baihffs,  but  with  the  sheriff,  on  9th  Sept.  1297.'  Either 
there  was  a  change  between  24th  and  30th  April  1296  or  the  scribe 
of  Registrum  Magnum  got  the  regnal  year  wrong.  One  other 
pair  of  bailiffs  is  found  with  Robert,  Hugh  son  of  Adam  of  Lincoln 
and  Robert  of  Binnington.^  They  must  have  served  in  one  of 
the  two  years  between  1293  and  1295. 

WiUiam  Cause  was  custos  before  6th  ]May  1298  and  had  as  baihffs 
on  28th  September  1298  Walter  Bayous  and  John  Rothinger  -.^ 
John  of  Xormanton  and  Ralf  Russell  witness  on  20th  January 
1299.^°  WiUiam  was  mayor  with  John  of  Bl}i:on  and  John  ad 
Fontem  as  bailiffs  on  30th  June  and  1st  September  1300^^  and 
with  Stephen  de  Stanham  and  John  de  BaUiol  probably  in  1 300-1. ^^ 

Stephen  de  Stanham  was  in  office  on  13th  November  1301  with 
Simon  of  Edlington  and  John  de  Horspaye  (or  Horton)  -.^^  on  7th 
June  1303  with  Hugh  Thorn  and  Richard  of  Searby  -.^^  on  Trinity 
Sunday  and  21st  September  with  John  of  Haddington  and  GUbert  de 
Atherby.^=  GUbert  Rodyng  and  Geoffrey  of  Lynn  were  baUiffs  prob- 
ably in  1304-5  as  they  witness  a  lease  which  was  to  run  from  Easter 
1305  :  the  mayor  does  not  witness. ^^  Stephen  de  Stanham  also  wit- 
nesses mth  Henry  the  clerk  and  David  the  tavemer  :"  the  charter  is 
undated  and  may  belong  to  Stephen's  later  year  of  office  in  1312. 

Alexander  son  of  Martin  then  foUowed  as  mayor  for  two  years 

with  Roger  le and  Robert  of  Oxford^^  in  1305-6  and  with 

John  Kempe  and  Nigel  Sistrik  in  1 306-7. ^^  The  other  five  mayors 
from  1307-12  are  given  in  Medieval  Lincoln.
